The Convention meets once each year during May. 
This year it will be in Milwaukee, May 24 to 30. A 
Program Committee appointed by the President, pre- 
pares the program for all of the sessions, giving 
every Board and Society an opportunity to report not 
only the accomplishments of the past year but their 
plans for the future. Various features of inspira- 
tion and information are introduced. 


The Denominational Budget - The recommendations of © 
fhe Finance Committee as to what the Convention bud- 
get shall be for the ensuing year is considered and 
voted on. 


The figures which make up the budget are first com- 
piled by the Budget Research Committee after due of- 
ficial consultation with every State Convention and 
standard City Society and all cooperating agencies 
and Boards of the Convention. 


The budget, as adopted by the Convention, is passed 
on to the Council on Finance and Promotion for rais- 
ing. The suggested church quotas are later distri- 
buted among the churches of the separate State and 
Gity areas at the direction of their own Boards of 
Promotion. 


Come and take part in your Convention business, 
Meet other Baptists from all over the Convention 
area and be available for service on committees and 
catch the vision of inspiration of Christian service 
around the world. 


The annual meetings of the Northern Baptist 
Convention are always happy occasions in 
that they provide us with many opportunities 
for meeting friends and associates in the 
work of Christian education. Except for the 
conferences at Green Lake there is no other 
time during the year when so many people 
from so wide an area can come together for 
purposes of inspiration and fellowship. We 
try to take full advantage of this fact by 
making available a complete display of 
Christian education resources and helps of 
all kinds. 


In addition to the display of materials 
which will be organized on a graded basis, 
opportunity will be given for personal con- 
ferences with those who head up our various 
departments of work. A mimeographed time 
schedule will be posted at the exhibit booth 
indicating just when the various members of 
our headquarters staff will be on duty. 


There will be times when the work of Chris- 
tian education will be highlighted on the 
convention program. Certain phases of our 
work, particularly missionary education will 
be dealt with in special conferences. All 
in all, the Milwaukee convention should 
prove to be another significant event in the 
life of Northern Baptists with ample oppor- 
tunity for those who are interested in and 
concerned for the work of Christian educa- 
tion to receive all the help they can absorb. 


Kansas has called Paul T. Losh to succeed 
Charles P. Johnson as the Director of Chris- 
tian Education. Mr. Losh will begin his new 
work on July 1,1948. At the present time Mr. 
Losh is: teaching in the College of Education 
at the University of Colorado where he is 
also working on his doctoral thesis looking 
toward the Ph.D. degree in religious educa- 
tion. Interestingly enough, his research 
topic has to do with "Religion in Northern 
Baptist Related Colleges and Universities -- 
A Study in Status and Tendencies." 


Mr. Losh graduated from Ottawa University in 
1944 and received his Master of Theology de- 
gree from Central Baptist Theological Semin- 
ary in 1946. Since 1942 he has served 
several Baptist churches on an interim or 
supply basis. He is married.

UNDERGIRDING CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


For the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1948, 
The Board of Education and Publication has 
appropriated an amount totaling $56,566.51 
for the support of Christian education in 
the various cooperating state convention 
areas and standard city societies. is re- 
presents a new all-time high for our denom- 
ination. It is well to remember that the 
entire amount is available to the various 
city and state areas to apply on salary and 
travel expenses only. In other words, the 
appropriation represents a direct investment 
in the men and women who are appointed 
jointly to serve the local churches of our 
denomination in the interests of Christian 
education. 


It is our judgment that no finer investment 
can be made. Certainly there is no group of 
men and women in our denominational fellow- 
ship more devoted to the cause of Jesus 
Christ or giving more sacrificially of them- 
selves. In a very real sense the work of 
the city and state director of Christian ed- 
ucation is never done. We thank God for them 
and for the privilege of being associated 
with them in a great kingdom enterprise. 


SOUTH DAKOTA CALLS DIRECTOR 


Vernon F. Legg is the new director of Chris- 
tian Education and Evangelism for the Bap- 
tist churches in South Dakota. He comes to 
his new position of leadership from Eaton 
Rapids, Mich., where he has been pastor of 
the First Baptist Church since 1945. 


Mr. Legg is a graduate of Olivet College in 
Olivet, Michigan and has taken special theo- 
logical training in Moody Bible Institute, 
Winona Lake School of Theology, and Northern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. Mr. Legg is 
married and the father of two children. 


While serving as a pastor in Michigan, Mr. 
Legg was a member of the State Committee on 
Christian Education. He is experienced in 
summer camp and assembly work. 


Mr. Legg is the first director in many years 
to give his full time to the work in South 
Dakota. He succeeds Roy E. Wiegand who ser- 
ved North Dakota as well as South Dakota 
during his term of leadership. We now have 
a director in each of these two states. Mr. 
Legg begins his new work on May 15.

For leaders of Junior High Camps this camp 
laboratory section will be a valuable ex- 
perience.

BOY, by Georgiana 
Dorcas Ceder. Il- 
lustrated by Helen 
Torrey.

MISSIONARY EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN 


Biennial Directors’ Conference in 

several questions were asked which 
related to the children's program of 
Missionary Education. We did not have time 
to answer all the questions there but pro- 
mised to do so through Judson Journal.

One of the questions asked was, "Where in 
our program of Christian Education do you 
use the missionary education materials with 
children?" 


When a department is using the Judson Key- 
stone Graded Courses, they are receiving ten 
hours of missions each year, for these 
teaching materials carry two units of five 
sessions each on our own Baptist mission 
program. One unit each year is a general 
background study helping children to under- 
stand the what, why, when and where of our 
missionary endeavor. The second missionary 
unit each year is of a specific field, 
usually one whose major work is with child- 


ren. To keep these specific units up to 
date there is a "This Year Packet" which 
needs to be ordered directly from a Book- 


store or from the Department of Missionary 
Education. So in the use of our regular 
Sunday Church School material children are 
receiving a missionery concern and outreach. 


In some churches there is an extended 
session or Junior Church program. Here many 
use the current mission study materials. 
This is an excellent place to use these 
materials. The leaders usually have to plan 
for a study, worship and activity program 
that will last for an hour or more. These 
groups are usually ungraded groups and lend 
themselves well to a program of missionary 
education. The current mission books may or 
may not be used with our Baptist mission 
study material Friends Across Two Oceans. 
There is enough material in Friends Across 
Two Oceans for a complete study course. 


Some churches that use the Uniform lessons 
which have little missionary material, use 
the current missionary material for five or 
Six consecutive Sunday mornings in the fall 
and again inthe spring in place of the 
regular lesson. 


The Junior Society offers another place 
where missionary material may be used. In 
Junior Programs there is a suggestion in 
both November and May for use of this 
material if the church does not have a 
Church School of Missions. 


A good many churches have weekday groups 
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coming to the church for one or two after— 
noons a week. Many leaders have found this 
a good place to use missionary materials for 
several consecutive weeks, once or twi 
during a year. 


In a well graded Church School of Missions 
there is an ideal place to use the child- 
ren's missionary materials.

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The Church School Enlargement 
Program has just completed five 
years of service to the churches 
of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. As it enters its sixth 
year of service it does so not only as one 
of the continuing services of the Board of 
Education and Publication, but also as an 
integral part of the Crusade for Christ 
through Evangelism. 


The Enlargement Program came into being five 
years ago in response to two concerns ex- 
pressed by the churches: (1) a concern for 
the millions of children, youth, and adults 
unreached by any church in our supposedly 
enlightened land, and (2) a concern for the 
effectiveness of Christian teaching in our 
churches. 


The Sunday Church School is both the most 
effective evangelistic agency of the church 
and the most universal teaching agency of 
the church today. It is, therefore, the 
logical place to begin to meet the needs 
expressed by the churches, The truth of 
this conclusion has been proven by five 
years of experience in more than three hun- 
dred Northern Baptist churches that have 
participated in the Enlargement Program. 


Much has happened since the Church School 
Enlargement Program was first used. It has 
grown until today it finds expression in 
three different patterns. The pattern to be 
used is determined by the church or churches 
that want to use the Enlargement Program. 


The three patterns are (1) the Church School 
Enlargement Program, community pattern, 
(2) The Church School Enlargement Program, 
single church pattern, and (3) The National 
Christian Teaching Mission. 
COMMUNITY PATTERN 

The community pattern of the Enlargement 
Program will continue to be available where- 
ever a group of six or more Baptist churches 
are in position to cooperate in such a pro- 
gram.

Another 
question is heard almost as often, -- as 
such a class would not train our present 
leadership, how can we train both the pres- 
ent and potential leadership? 


TRAIN PROSPECTIVE AND PRESENT LEADERSHIP 
The Sunday morning class for training lead- 
ers is growing. Classes are being held all 
across the Northern Baptist Convention. Many 
of those churches have tried a plan which 
they recommend to others. Prospective older 
youth and adults are given a course which 
lasts three to six months, during which time 
the members are in study and discussion 
groups, observing and even doing some prac- 
tice teaching. Upon completion of the 
course, members of the regular teaching 
staff take the course’ and the best trained 
among the prospective leaders take their 
places during the study. 


Some churches provide a few courses which 
run over a period of a year or two before 
the prospective teachers and leaders are re- 
leased for actual and permanent posts of 
service. This gives considerable time for 
study, observation and practice. 


FIRST SERIES OR SECOND SERIES TRAINING 
A class for prospective teachers and leaders 
can be organized as a part of the church 
school. This arrangement has the advantage 
of using the regular morning session of the 
Sunday church school. It must be kept in 
mind, however, that the minimum teaching 
time for a First Series Course is 250 min- 
utes, and for a Second Series Course 500 
minutes. Thus, it is possible to teach a 
First or Second Series Course within a given 
quarter. 


Churches which have used this type of train- 
ing over a period of years speak of its mer- 
its. Some experts speak of the Sunday morn- 
ing class as one of the best opportunities 
for training. Where a class is held regu- 
larly on Sunday mornings, and at least one 
quarter annually, it is very possible to 
provide a definite plan and continuous pro- 
gram of Leadership Education. 
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PROVIDE US WITH HANDLES 


Many churches would hold a Leadership Educa- 
tion Class, a Vacation Church School, a Sun- 
day Evening Meeting, a Retreat if it could 
only have a start. True, some never ask for 
help. Those who do, want to know the A, B, 
C's. Our churches have not only good people 
in them, they also have capable people. Such 
churches and leaders need down-to-earth 
help, handles on which they can place both 
hands. 


I have said the above in order to say that 
the Workers' Conference page in Baptist 
Leader should be helpful at this very point. 
Even though some of the conferences have 
been held, don't let the churches forget 
those articles which will act as a spring- 
board for some churches to get hold of some 
of these vital phases of the work. Look 
them over.
